Washington. Oct. 14.—The monthly 


report of the agriculture department 
on the European crop situation, sum- 
marizing the reports of Euic/pean cor- 
respondents to Statistician Hyde, was 
made public. 


Recent information, while it may in 


some cases modify the crop estimates 
for particular countries, does not es- 
sentially change the situation as re- 
gards the defij-Iancy in the principal 
«-erea! crops of Europe. The outlook 
for wheat in the Australian colonies 
continues good, but the prospects in 
Argentina are somewhat less bright, 
owing to drought and frosts. 


Extremely pessimistic reports as to 


the extent of the crop failure in Rus- 
sia have been circulated, but the lib- 
eral quantities coming forward 
for 


shipment have !ed dealers to receive 
such reports wirn imredulity. 


It is probable, however, that much 


of the Russian grain going to western 
European markets Is out of the more 
liberal harvests of former years, and 
there is evidence tending to show that 
the crop of 1897 is at any rate consid- 
erably beiow the average.

In tbe meantime the briefs of Great 
Britain and of Venezuela 
are being 


prepared, but none of the names ha.ve 
yet been subaiitted. M. Maerteus will 
act not only as umpire, but also as 
president of the eourt- 


Tiie announcement that a European 


umpire had been chosen was made In 
these dispatcher some time since, but 
the name had been withheld until the 
sanction of the czar could be secured 
for M. MaerienV service as arbitrator. 
Great Britain and Venezuela each sub- 
mitted a list of distinguished jurists 
who would be acceptable to it as um- 
pire. These ambraced the most noted 
men o[ Europe, but it is a tribute ta 
M. Muertens that his was the only one 
on the list of both countries.

The extreme thinness of the bubble is 


indeed wonderful. It is estimated that 
he oMm in some placee is only une 
iiree-mllUonths of an inch iu thickness. 
Probably few of us can conceive of snch 
ihinneM. Let me express it iu another 
way. The Old and the New Testament 
contain aoma 3,000,000 of letMra. Now 
me three-iuilUonth is such a part of an 
nch as the first totter of the Bible is a 
wrt of the sum of all of its letters. 


The bobble, however, is not of equal 


.hickuess at all points, and it its for this 


that it has the various cola's, 


instance, wherever me film is 


orange red it measures about three-mil- 
ionths of an inch; where it is bine, 
eighty cme-millionths of au inch, and 
it a point where lemon yellow is prom- 
neut about f,vi-iity oiie-iuillionths of an 
inch. Perhaps you wander why the col- 
ors change from one part of the soap 
rabble to another. This is because the 
ilm of the soap bubble evaporates and 
grows thinner, but unequally so at dif- 
erent portions.

extreme thinness, and at sxich a point 
the film in ready to give way at the 
east jar.

ed by the explanation of thrir origin, 


may ^y that they come fropi the 


ight. Light gives cole? ,(;o all/objects, 
rat not esacfly as it d^es to the soap 
mbble. White light froiu the snn can 


broken iato the sev<ai colors which 
have seen in the rainbow. In that 


nstance the raindropg separate H- into 
ts parts. A glass pK&ai will do the 
same, as yon may prove by looking 
hrough a glass pendant from a banging 
amp. When the right reaches the sur- 
ace of the soap bubble, a part is reflect- 
ed from it, and wa see images on its 
nrface as if it were a curved mirror. 
Another portion of the light, however, 
enters the *n*-» and is separated so that 
xuts of the seveti colors are thrown 
kto the bubble, and we can see them at 
various portions of the opposite surface. 
Another part of the light, after being 
>roken by the film, is reflected by its 
inner surface back to our eyes, so that 
•we see colors at the point where the 
ight enters.—Jacob P. Bucher in St.

There was no 
tavern there, but the blacksmith also 
had a cider press, and he made the cider 
for all tin- farmers for miles around. 
But neither this nor the profits of his 
shop could account for the rapid way 
in which he accumulated wealth. As is 
well known, applo cider, if allowed to 
stand long enough, will become'' hard,'' 
and after that it will turn into vinegar. 


"This cider dealer always bad plenty 


of hard cider on hand, but never had 
any vinegar for sale. The farmers and 
others who stopped at his place could 
always get a drink of hard cider, which 
they took out cf a tin dipper at 10 cent?* 
a drink, and the size of the driuk -was 
something which attracted very little 
attention. Hardly any kind of beverage 
is more intoxicating than hard cider.

His place became 
very populsr, and the farmers came 
from laauy uiilt.s around iu both states 
to get their horses shod at his place. 
Many of them would come home drunk, 
and their wives began to protest. They 
always had to have some excuse for hav- 
ing visited the state lino shop, aud so 
the blacksmith, after supplying them 
with a few dipperfnls of hard cider, 
would take the shoe* off their beasts 
aud put on new ones, whether they 
needed it or not. For this service he 
would charge a good round price, whye 
in many instances it was noticed bo 
made no charge for the cider. 


"But, as is the way of ail flesh, tbis 


blacksmith died one day, and then bis 
business secrets camo out. He left au 
estate of over $80,000, and in the cellar 
of tho cider press a great number of 
empty whisky barrels were found. For 
years he had been putting whisky into 
his cid«r and had l**u setting new 
shoes on nearly every horse which camo 
along, willy uilly."—Washington Star.

It would seem 
at tirst that the echo given back, wero 
it only from his breathing, might bo 
sensible to his ear, but it hns been as- 
certained by experiment tiiar a blind 
mau with hi* ears stopped can tell when 
any large object is close to his face, 
even when it approaches so slowly as 
not to cause any sensible current of air. 


When he is walking along the street," 


he. can tell whether it is wide or nar- 
row, whether the houses aro high or 
low, if any opening which he may bo 
passing is a court closed up at the (tad 
or whether it has an outlet to another 
street, and he can tell by the sound of 
his footsteps in what lane, or court, or 
square he is. 


Ho goes along boldly, seeming to see 


with 1m ears aud to have landmarks in 
the air. Of course no blind man likes 
to go over a new route unattended, but 
after he has traversed it once ho knows 
every point of importance to him.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

ble danger to the future of the country, 
and that, it approaches the proportion 
of a national calamity,! feel it my duty 
to enter my protest against k."

functionaries are. to the elective con- 
trol. The constitution has erected no 
such single tribunal, knowing that, to 
whatever hands confided, with the cor-

coequal and co-sovereign within them- 
selves."

long, weary marches and hurried re- 
treats, and I shared my rations with 
him. 
One night we had reached the 


flank of the enemy's camp by a forced 
march and lay down to sleep on our 
arms, expecting to be roused at the 
break of day for a sodden charge. I had 
started off with General perched upon 
my musket barrel, and a sodden change 
in the order of march had separated as 
from the wagons, so I placed the roost- 
er on the limb of a sapling above my 
head, while I lay dowu to snatch a few 
minutes' sleep. 


"General did not utter a single cluck 


in protest, although he must tave been 
very hungry from long fasting, but 
quietly squatted on the branch while I 
flung myself on the grass and leaves 
and was soon fast asleep. I was so 
weary that I slept profoundly until I 
was suddenly aroused by an unearthly 
screech in my ear. Raising my head, I 
took in the whole situation at a glance. 


"General had dropped down from his 


perch and uttered a shrill crow right in 
my ear which had awakened me, and as 
I opened my eyes I saw the flash of guns 
as our pickets fired and in an instant 
fell back upon us where we lay. The 
Yankees had turned the tables on us, 
and, discovering our presence, the sur- 
prising force became the surprised, and 
in ten minutes there was an unearthly 
racket going on in that pine thicket 


"Bight and ?.eft of my position the 


boys came out of cover and advanced 
with yells anO cheers, moving cautious- 
ly and firing as they moved. It had be- 
come sufficiently light for me to find 
my few belongings, and I soon recover- 
ed my hat and haversack, which I had 
forgotten to pick up in the hurry of the 
first surprise, and jnst at that time I 
was sainted with a loud crow just above 
my head, and looking up I saw General 
parched upon his limb, he having flown 
back there when the firing began, and 
with his head held on one side he was 
sidling along the swaying branch, crow- 
ing and clucking. 


"In spite of the banging of the gnna 


and whistling of bullets General stuck 
bravely to his peich and never fluttered 
during the entire engagement. When 
I told the story in camp that night, 
General was the toast of the evening, 
and he was treated to all sorts of tid- 
bits in recognition of his gaUantrv 
on the field of action. 


"One morning, however, General 


played the camp detective in a most 
alarming marine:', which came near

diplomatic corps, Mr. Fox was ex- 
pected to fill his place in society cir- 
cles. Indeed, so much had been said 
of hia witticisms and eccentricities 
that Washington was looking for a 
social lion. If any knew of his dis- 
like of pome of the society functions, 
our upper ten was not informed, 
and there was much disappointment 
that he did not step in the shoes of 
Sir Charles to the highest social po- 
sition. A great-grandson of the 
Duke of Richmond, son of a general 
who had fought against our fathers 
in the Revolution and nephew of 
the great Whig leader in toe British 
parliament, Washington society es- 
pected in him a leader. 


Mr. Pox proved an acquisition to 


the society of the capital, at least so 
far as to furnish a subject for soci- 
ety gossip, and it was not long be- 
fore his eccentric habits, his pecul- 
iar attire and his brilliant witti- 
cisms were known not only in soci- 
ety circles, but by the general pub- 
lic. 
Even the street gamins recog- 


nized him in his late afternoon 
strolls. Once seen, he could not be 
easily mistaken for another. In 
person he was tall and slim— ex- 
ceedingly so—with the cadaverous 
complexion of an opium eater. He 
was scrupulously neat in his attire 
and usually in his walks wore a blue 
cloth swallow tailed coat with brass 
buttons, 
nankeen 
pants— minus 


straps, then worn by all classes- 
broad brimmed hat and to his shirt 
a high, standing collar, reaching 
the top of his ears. His identity was 
further emphasized by a green siik 
umbrella in his hand, and this to 
him was useless unless it rained, for 
he was seldom out of doors when 
the sun shone. 


Mr. Fox lived here in a large brick

A modification of the common Per- 


sian wheel used to a small ertent for 
irrigation is the fonn ia vrhich the 
backets, instead of moving freely up- 
ward, pass through a pipe or a long 
rectangular bos hi which they fit quite 
closely.

By far the greater number of ordina-

another mess. All f oraging had been 
strictly forbidden, and no man was al- 
lowed to leave the ranks under the 
heaviest penalty of military discipline.

by windmills, by steam engines or by 
gasoline or hot air motors, and in sonic 
instances, notably in the vicinity of 
Grand Junction, Colo., and on the Ya- 
kiiua river in Washington, by water 
wheels. Although widely known and 
generally used for pumping, yet for pur- 
poses of" irrigation they are apparently 
being supplanted to a considerable ex"- 
tent by valveless pumps, such as tho 
Persian wheel type or the centrifugal 
form. 


The centrifugal puinps possess an ad- 


vantage not only in being valveless, and 
therefore less liable to injury by sand 
and floating oltstucles, but ulso iu the 
fact that tiiey run continuously in one 
direction and do not have the reciprocat- 
ing motion of the various forms of 
plunger. The principle of their action 
is that of a rapidly whirling body 
throwing objects from 
its surface. 


Blades of suitably proportioned fans are 
caused to revolve rapidly in the "water, 
and the masses thrown away are con- 
fined in a box or pipe iu such manner as 
to be forced upward or outwiirtl, their 
place being supplied by .succeeding 
quantities. These pumps sire designed 
not only for purposes of lifting water, 
but oven for transporting mud, sand aud 
gravel. As a ruin they are driven by 
steam power, u.s their efficiency depends 
upon tho rapidity of motion. Some 
forms of centrifugal pump, however, 
have been designed tor use with horse- 
power aud even for windmills.
